ENTERPRISING FIRM'S INSTALLATION. 

The first Aulomatie Telephone Installation to 
be installed in the South of Ireland has just | 
heen completed at the Emporium of Messrs. 
Pim Bros,, Lid., 8th Gt. George a street, Dublin, 
for inter-departmental communication. 

The equiprent is designed to accommodate 60 
lines, and ia exactly the same in construction as 
the large Automatic Exchanges recently installed 
‘or the British Post Office in several large towns 
in BPogland, such as Leeds, Paisley, Blackburn, 
Portemouth, ete., but is necessarily on a much 
smatior scale than the Public Exchanges. 

The Exchenge mechanism ie contained in a 
cabinet, and consists of elecirical ewitch 
which respond almost humanly and with uncainy 
accuracy to the impulses éent out from the dia! 
of the telephones. Each telephone has a dial 
“0” to “9.” When it is re- 
quired to call a number, the finger is inserted 
in the corresponding first digit and the dial 
turned as far as it will go and then released, 
und so on for each suceending digit until the 
number required is completed. At Messrs. Pim 
Bros. Lid., each telephone has a number of two 
digits, go that the dial bas to be turned twice 
for each number required. 

The system is catirely automatic and free 
from human element, the switching gear being 
controlled by the ealler himself. When a num- 
ber is ‘‘ dialled ” the switehes at the Exchange 
operate with unfailing accuraey and connect the 
caller’e line with the number required, the 
latter's bell commencing to ring immediately. 
When the receivers are replaced at the end of 
the conversation the switches at ence autome- 
tically disconnect the lines, and ihe telephones 
are again free for futther calls. 

Should the number required be engaged, an 
intermittent buasing eound is heard in the re- 
ceiver, and it is them necessary to restore the 
receiver and call again afier an interval, but 
the line called, which is engaged, is in no way 
interfered with.
